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Entries are in a single list with references to: 

(1) every significant mention of each species, not only in titles, but also within the 
text of papers and notes, including all those appearing in such lists as the “Report 
on bird-ringing for 1959” and the “Report on rare birds in Great Britain and Ireland 
in 1959”; in such groups as “Duck”, “Thrush” and “Warbler” there are cross- 
references to those species which do not bear the family name and so appear else- 
where, e.g. “Wigeon”, “Fieldfare” and “Blackcap”’ ; 

(2) scientific nomenclature under generic names only (following the 1952 B.O.U. 
Check-list of the Birds of Great Britain and Ireland, but without strict adherance to 
original orthography and amended as in Ibis, 98: 157-168); 

(3) authors of all papers, notes and letters; and photographers; 

(4) a few subject headings, i.e. “Breeding”, “British Trust for Ornithology field 
investigations”, “Display”, ““Field-characters’’, “Food”’, ““Migration”, ‘‘Obituaries”’, 
“‘Reports and news’’, “Requests for information”, and “‘Voice”’; 

(5) “Reviews”, which are listed together under this heading in alphabetical order
